DRAFT TALKING POINTS 


Approximate number of beds: 70+ 
o Male/female, adults only 

Programmatic model: “Bridge Housing” 

o Residents are pre-placed into the program. It will not be the type of program where people line up 
and are waiting to get in. 

o CD13 IDEAL: Focus will be made on homeless population within the immediate area of 
Hollywood. 

o A recurring question is, “Will residents be forced to leave during the day, causing people to loiter 
in the neighborhood?” This is TBD, based on the operator; however, this type of operation would run 
contrary to CD13 goals for the facility, especially given the design emphasis on “recreational space.” 

24/7 on-site security 

Need clarification re: Outside drugs/alcohol 
On-site case management, restrooms, laundry, pet area 

Neighborhood Security: 

o Once the facility is in place, the surrounding area, including the school, will receive the following 
resources: 

§ CSI cleanup lx/week 
§ HOPE team 4x/week 

Voluntary Storage: 

o We are investigating possibilities for voluntary storage that are not necessarily on the Schrader lot 
itself. We have inquired with Blessed Sacrament (nearby parking lot) but this would likely have to go 
through the Archdiocese - a lengthy process. There is also the possibility of mobile storage.
